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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


INDIA Tightens Allocation for Vanaspati Industry. India's vegetable 
fat refiners, known as the vanaspati industry, will receive 80 percent of 
their requirements of raw edible oils from imported stocks. Fifty percent 
will be at the concessional rate (15,000 rupees per ton, U.S.$1=13 rupees and 
30 percent at the commercial rate (19,000 rupees per ton). This compares{with 
earlier government allocations of 70 percent at 15,000 rupees per ton and~10 
percent at 18,000 rupees per ton. Commercial prices for domestically produced 
vegetable oil are currently about 23,000 rupees per ton. (Vanaspati is a2~ 
cooking oil which is solid at room temperature. India's imports of U Sar 
soybean oil, forecast at 350,000 tons in 1987/88, are used in the. manufacture 
of vanaspati.) ‘ = 
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Normally, the concessional allocation of imported edible oils is 
reduced substantially after the new oil year begins in November to insure a 
fair return to farmers by arresting the fall in prices that accompanies 
harvest. For example, by January 1987, the concessional allocation had been 
reduced to just 10 percent. This year the allocation remained high due to a 
short oilseed crop from the winter harvest. 


However, the vanaspati manufacturers! association believes that the 
government will review its plans for importing edible oils and oilseeds in the 
next few months since reports from India suggest that the summer harvested 
crop may be larger than normal and may, for the first time, exceed the winter 
harvested crop. USDA forecasts India will produce 12.3 million tons of 
oilseeds in 1987/88 compared to 13.8 million tons in 1986/87. In addition, 
USDA forecasts India will import a record 1.95 million tons of vegetable oil, 
compared to 1.51 million tons in 1986/87 
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TAIWAN Stops Buying Soybeans From URUGUAY. Taiwan stopped importing 
soybeans from Uruguay and suspended financing for Uruguayan soybean 
development ($17 million) and grain/oilseed infrastructure ($6 million) when 
the government of Uruguay formally recognized the People's Republic of China 
last week. China will buy Uruguay's soybeans previously imported by Taiwan, 
according to Uruguay's agricultural minister, but he did not specify prices or 
conditions. Taiwan had been importing about 30,000 tons of soybeans annually 
from Uruguay. The United States supplies Taiwan with nearly 2 million tons of 
soybeans annually. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


JAPAN Forecasts Increase in Beef Consumption. The Japanese government 
projects that beef consumption will grow to about 1.14-1.26 million tons 
(carcass weight equivalent) by Japanese fiscal year (April/March) 1995--up 
from 770,000 tons in 1985. Japanese beef production is projected to grow to 
690,000 tons by 1995 from 560,000 tons in 1985. Therefore, based on these 
projections, Japanese beef imports would increase from 210,000 tons in 1985 to 
somewhere between 450,000 and 570,000 tons in 1995. U.S. beef exports to 
Japan accounted for 35 percent of total Japanese beef imports in 1986, and are 
estimated to be about 40 percent in 1987. It is expected that U.S. beef 
exports will retain at least this share of the projected increase in Japanese 
beef imports through 1995. However, the United States is calling for complete 
liberalization of the Japanese beef market, which could significantly alter 
these projections. 


The Japanese government also released projections of beef and dairy 
cattle numbers. Dairy cattle herds are projected to increase to 2.25 million 
head by 1995 from 2.1 million head in 1985. Beef cattle herds are projected 
to increase to 3.8 million head by 1995 from 2.64 million head in 1985. The 
projected increase in both dairy and beef cattle numbers seems unlikely, 
however, given that Japan is a surplus milk producing country. The beef 
cattle figures include a majority of dairy breed animals that are raised for 
beef. Reduced dairy cattle numbers coula lower beef production growth, 
especially given that the dairy herd is an important source of feeder calves 
for the beef sector. 


WOOD AND WOOD PRODUCTS 


U.S. Solid Wood Products Exports Shatter Previous Record. The total 
value of U.S. solid wood exports in 1987 were slightly more than $3.96 
billion, an increase of 31 percent over 1986, and over the previous record of 
$3.67 billion set in 1980. Japan remained the leading market for U.S. wood 
products, increasing imports over the previous year nearly 41 percent to more 
than $1.8 billion. Most products experienced solid gains in 1987. 
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The value of U.S. hardwood lumber exports--nearly $475 million--was up 
about 41 percent over 1986. The export value of hardwood flooring was up 80 
percent to $12 million, veneer was up 37 percent to $112 million and logs were 
up 22 percent to $118 million over last year. Softwood logs, lumber and 
plywood posted impressive gains in 1987, increasing 35, 33 and 36 percent, 
Beta Ale, with shipments valued at $1.5 billion, $850 million and $179 
million. 


Total U.S. wood product imports were $5.1 billion, an increase of 
nearly 7 percent compared to the previous year. The value of U.S. imports of 
softwood lumber from Canada totaled $2.8 billion, down only slightly from 1986 
levels, while the quantity imported increased more than 2 percent to 14.1 
billion board feet. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


The U.S. dollar ended the week of February 22 down against most major 
currencies as the Commerce Department's revised estimate for fourth-quarter 
economic growth was less than expected. Although the gross national product 
estimate was raised to 4.5 percent from 4.2 percent, it included a fourth 
quarter $5.7-billion downward adjustment to net exports and a $4.3-billion 
upward revision in consumer spending.
